RESOLUTION ON AFGHANISTAN ADOPTED BY THE GERMAN BUNDESTAG 
ON 9 JUNE 1982 

1. THE GERMAN BUNOESTAG IS FOLLOWING WITH CONCERN THE 
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CONTINUING WAR BEING WAGED BY THE SOVIET SUPERPOWER
